BRITISH INFANTRY

Three Regiments Will Start 
Today from Dublin and Cur-

MARTIAL LAW EXPECTED

LONDON, April 26.—Three regiments of 
infantry will start from Dublin and the Cur- 
ragh camp for Ulster tomorrow. 

There is a report in circulation that this 
is preliminary to the establishment of mar- 
tial law in Belfast and other parts of Ulster. 

Augustine Birrell, the chief secretary for 
Ireland, arrived in Dublin today to direct 
the arrangements. 

Get 40,000 Rifles, — 

A consignment of 40,000 rifles and half a 
million rounds of ammunition from Ger- 
many hag been landed at isolated points on 
the coast of Ulster and distributed by means 


of 200 automobiles to the various headquar-

ters of the Ulster volunteers. 


Guard Landing Places. 


The Ulstermen, who declare themselves 
determined to offer armed resistance to the 
introduction of home rule, were mobilized 
and guarded the landing places and the 
roads until the distribution of the arms had 
been completed.

Federal Troops Prevent 
Massacre, but Hold 
Refugees. 


Pamphlets Urge Destruction 
of All American Owned 
Property, 


Vera Cruz, April 26.—More than thirty 
Americans—men, women, and children—who 
were trying to leave the country. were taken 
from a train at Aguas Calientes and impris- 
oned in the smelter there, according to ad- 
vices received here today. 

Among them were Gaston Schmutz, United 
States consul at Aguas Calientes, and his 
wife. 

Some of the others are Miss Kay, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. B. Culver, Mr, and Mrs. F. H. Peyton 
and their two children, Mrs. H. Riehlmann 
and her four children, C. L. Baker, general 
manager of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining company; E. BH. Hearn, H. D. Wilde, 
Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Harroun and their daugh- 
ter, F. H. McAuley, Mr. Partridge, C. F.

Threat to Kill Americans, 

A drunken mob at Incarnacion entered the 
train and ordered ali Americans out of the 
cars, stating that they were to be killed. 

While the Americans were parieying with 
the drunken men there appeared a small 
party of Mexican soldiers, whose officer pro- 
tested against the summary execution. 

He then drove the refugees into the rear 
car, which was uncoupled from the train and 
left standing on the track. Later this coach 
was taken to Aguas Calientes, where Ameri- 
can Consul Schmutz, Railway Superintend- 
ent Thomas and a number of railway em- 
ployées were added to the number of captives. 

Another party of American refugees fieelng 
from a town in the state of Aguas Calientes 
was driven from the train at Trinidad. 

Many Held Under Arrest. 

K. M. Van Zandt, president of the Ameri- 
can club, and all the trustees and officers 
of the club are under arrest in Mexico City, 
according to news reaching here. Among 
those detained are M. C. H. Agramonte, a 
civil war general; W. L. Vail, J. B. Buchan- 
an, William A. Parker, C. G. Ray, F. Marr, 
and Charles Yaeger, the club’s manager, who 
also is a veteran of the American civil war. 

All the officials of the Mercantile Banking 
company and the Mexico City Banking com- 
pany also are in custody in the capital. The 
officers of the banks were arrested because 
they refused to contribute money to the 
Mexican government. 

No intimation hag been received. that 
Huerta intends to release the Americans, 
some of whom are women and children, who 
are held at Cordoba, Orizaba, Pachuca, and 
other places. 


City Has 2,100 defugees. 
On board the steamship Esperanza, that 


came in from Tampico last night, there were 
877 Americans who had fled from Mexico, 

In all, there are about 2,100 American 
refugees held here in querantine on the 
ships, whose release is expected either to- 
morrow or Tuesday. | 

The American-Hawaiian liner Dakotan ar- 
rived today from Puerto Mexico with 127 
American refugees on board. Most of them 
came from plantations in the suger districts. 
They abandoned almost everything when 
they received word from the coneul advising 
them to leave. 

The captain of the Dakotan said he saw 
no indications at Puerto Mexico of demon- 
strations after word of the American land- 
ing at Vera Crus was received.

Americans Arriving at Galveston 
Assert That They Were

REBELS BAD AS FEDERALS

Galveston, Tex., April 26.—[Special.]—Six 
Steamers bringing 2,654 American refugees 
from Tampico and Vera Cruz arrived here 
last night and today.

All are being held five daysin quarantine. 


Many of Them Destitute. 
Driven away from their homes and pos- 
sessions by anti-American mobs, these peo- 
ple are arriving here in destitute circum- 


stanees. Many have not even sufticient 


clothing. 

They have been forced to live on half ra- 
tions all the way here and they have had to 
sleep on the unprotected steel decks of oil 
tank steamers, naval colliers, and banana 
bouts. It has rained since they left Mexico, 
and they arrived here drenched, cold, haif 
sick, and hungry. 

Quarantine regulaticns could not be raised 
for them, owing to the state law, and 600 
of them sent a caustic telegram to Gov. Col- 
quitt' and President Wilson, in which they 
‘thanked "’ the officials for being allowed 
to get wet, hungry, and sick. 


Held in Camp at Fort. 

A camping ground has been laid off for 
them at Fort Travis military reservation 
and the quarantine will be maintained there. 

The $500,000 recently appropriated by con- 
gress for caring for American refugees is 
beirig called into play. Food and clothing 
have been sent them to the ships and every 
comfort possible is being provided in all 
haste. 

Among those arriving are men, women, and 
children who are going to every point in the 
United States. Most of them have for so 
long made their homes in Mexico that they 
have no other possessions. The government 
is furnishing tickets to send them to relatives 
and friends.

Consul General Hanna 
Released When Rebels 
Capture Monterey. 


MESSAGE TO BRYAN 


Held Captive for Two Days: 
American Flags Tor 
and Trampled, 


Washington, D. C., April 26.—United States 
Consul General Philip C. Hanna at Monterey 
reported to Secretary Bryan tonight that 
he had been humiliated and placed in jail 
by Mexican federal! officials on April 22. 

Consul Hanna was left behind the bars 
until released two days later by the Consti- 
tutionalists when they captured the city. 

Mr. Hanna's message to Secretary Bryan 
was dispatched from Monterey. The secre- 
tary took it to the White House at once and 
it was the subject of a long conference be- 
tween him and President Wilson. 

Both the president and Mr. Bryan were 
greatly incensed| over the treatment ac- 
corded Consul Hanna. 

Mr. Hanna reported that he had been cour- 
teously treated by the Constitutionalists. 


Message of Consul Hanna. 
Consul Hanna’s telegram follows: 
‘Monterey, Mexico, April 26.—Secretary 

of State, Washington, D. C., April 24, 1 
p. m.—On the 21st of April a Federal mili- 
tary officer by the name of Capt. Alvarez del 
Castillo, evidently instructed by the Federal 
military commander to tear down all Ameri- 


can flags, arrived at this consulate general | 


with a street mob, which he had gathered 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon and pounded 
on the door and demanded that the American 
flag over this consulate general be imme- 
diately lowered or he would shoot it down. 
“The other Federals proceeded to tear 


down all American flags, standing on them, | 
making speeches throughout the city of 
Monterey, burning some of them and tearing | 


them up and leaving them piled in the mid- 
dle of the streets. 


wonsul Taken Prisoner. 


‘It was the most insulting act that I or 
any of the people of Monterey have ever 


witnessed. 


‘*They then placed a police guard in front: 


of this consulate general and all the inmates 
in this building were considered prisoners. 

‘‘The next morning, the twenty-second of 
April, about 10 o’clock, a police lieutenant 
arrived with a force of men and advised me 
that he had been instructed to search the 
building. 

‘* While I was placed under heavy guard in 
the grand reception room of the state place 
I fully realized that I was constantly being 
considerably insulted, 

Arrested After Consulate Search. 

“The insulting search was completed 
about noon, when your consul general wag 
taken prisoner, marched through the streets 
with the mob, and carried first to the peni- 
tentiary and afterwards to the state gov- 
ernment palace, which building has been 
for some time military headquarters and 
fortified, and was the object of special at- 
tack by the then attacking forces.

O'Shaughnessy Tells of Nego- 
tlations with Dictator Over 
Tampico Atfair. 


DOUBTED INTENTION OF U. S, 


Draw Back if Matters Be- 
came Wors3

Vera Cruz, April 26.—Here is Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy's own story of the negotia- 
tion with Huerta in the Mexican capital, fol- 
lowing the Tampico incident, as he told it 
today: 

“It became apparent early in the develop- 
ments arising from the Tampico flag inci- 
dent that the situation was fraught with 


ominous possibilities, although it was my 
opinion almost to the last minute that Huerta | 


' would recede from a position that made it 


impossible for Washington to adjust matters 
as Huerta wanted them adjusted. 

‘* You niust understand that, had Huerta 
waived his insistence upon a return salute 
to the Mexican flag by the United States— 
which act would have implied a recognition 
by our government—the Tampice incident 
would have been unquestionably closed. 

Situation Growing Worse. 

‘The situation was rapidly getting worse 
in the country and Huerta was growing less 
able to resist successfully the rebels, to say 
nothing of making headway against them. 

‘‘The loss or Torreon was a great blow to 
the Federal government, although it tried 
its best to minimize its importance. But it 
hurt, and hurt badly. 

** When I received the first information of 
the arrest of the Dolphin’s sailors and of 
| Admiral Mayo’s demands—which, by the 
‘Way, came to me first through the Mexican 


_ foreign office, which had been communicated 


with by Gen. Zaragoza before my informa- 
tion from Washington reached me—it was 
too late to do anything. 

‘That was Friday, April 10, and according 
to the time limit fixed by Admiral Mayo, sat- 
isfaction had to be given by 6 o'clock that 
night. 

Mexicans Officials Slow. 

‘Every one who has had experience in 
dealing with Mexican officials knows how 
difficult ft is to stir them to quick action 
under the most favorable conditions. 

“After several hours’ search I finally 
caught up with Huerta at his house, where 
he was taking a siesta. Not even my strong- 
est representations of the extremity and 
urgency of the case could induee his aids 
to arouse him, so I was forced to go away 
and return again in an hour. 

“ When I finally did see Huerta, we dis- 
cussed the Tampico incident most amicably. 
His expressions indicated a considerable dis- 
pleasure that the arrest of the Dolphin’s 
people should have been permitted. 

*‘He gave me the impression that he was 
much incensed at the stupidity of the officer 
who was responsible for it and who had 
added to Huerta's troubles by his blundering 
step. 

Careful to Avoid Break. 

“Tt is interesting to note that, in spite of 
his frequent public explosions against our 
policy toward him and his outward attitude 
of defiance and indifference to anything we 
might do, Huerta was always very careful 
to allow nothing to be done that would bring 
about an open break between Washington 
and his government. 

* Huerta sent for me and we talked fora 
long time. I went away with a distinct 
impression that he had receded from his 
position regarding recognition and that he 
would come toa satisfattory understanding 
with my governme?t, and I so communi- 
cated to Washington. 

‘‘ Later I ascertained that I had apparently 
misunderstood what Huerta had said. This 
threw negotiations back to the original 
status; so we got nowhere. 

Believes Huerta Skeptical. » 

‘I -firmly believe that Huerta was skeptical 
that Washington would press matters to the 
point of armed occupation of either Tampico 
or Vera Crug. I think he had probably the 
mental réservation that, if things grew too 
cloudy, he would draw back at the last mo- 


ment. 

* Palpably, he had net the slightest ap- 
preciation of the considerations which had 
prevented Washington from taking decisive 


steps in Mexice before this point had been 
reached.”

Nineteen Republics of Latin 
America Fear Its Influence. 


JEALOUS OF OUR POWER. 


— 


Nations Which Monroe Doctrine Aid- 
ed Turn Against It. 


[BY A BTAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
Washington, D. C., April 26.—[Special. }— 
Nineteen republics of Central and South 
America and the Caribbean sea are laboring 
to prevent American intervention in Mexico. 
These republics are animated by a com- 
mon purpose—friendship for the two North 
American nations—but above all they seek 
to prevent an increase in the territory of the 
United States. These nations have been 
jealous for years of the power of the United 
States and constantly apprehensive that this 
government would seize their territory. 
The United States was the first to recog~ 
nize the independence which the South 
American states wrested by war from Spain. 
These states were protected by the Monroe 
doctrine. But they have grown to resent 
that doctrine and the implication of protec- 
tion which it carries. They feel they are ca- 
pable of guarding their territory. They dis- 
like the idea of the ‘‘ big brother ”’ attitude. 


Brazil Is an Exception, 

The single exception to this genéral con- 
dition is Brazil. That nation, which became 
a republic through the overthrow of Em- 
peror Don Pedro a quarter of a century ago,, 
has been loyal in its friendship for the Amer- 
ican people. Just prior to the war with 
Spain the Rio de Janeiro government sold to 
the United States the cruisers now known as 
the Albany and New Orleans, which were 
building for the Brazilian navy in English 
shipyards. 

Other evidences of friendly regard have 
been manifested in spite of some boorish 


Ahings-done by this government. 


Probably the most important service given 
by Brazil to the United States lay in the re- 
fusal to give ear to the suggestion that Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, and Chile enter into an of- 
fensive and defensive alliance. Talk of such 
an alliance began in 1899, immediately fol- 
lowing the settlement of the boundary dis- 
pute between Argentina and Chile. 


Used the Word “Allied.” 

A few years prior thereto Brazil and 
Argentina had arranged their boundary dis- 
pute, which involved the great territory of 
the Misiones, through the arbitration of 
President Cleveland. Following the restora- 
tion of friendly relations between Argentina 


' and Chile, the two presidents had a con- 


A short 
time thereafter, the president of Argentina 
and the president of Brazil exchanged visits. 
In the message of the president of Argentina 
of “1900 the following sentence appeared, 
which caused a great deal of comment at the 
time: 

‘‘In response to joint invitation, I have 
visited their excellencies, the presidents of 
Brazil and of the oriental state of Uruguay, 
receiving in consequence thereof from those 
people and governments special manifesta- 
tions that require our recognition, for they 
demonstrate in how great affection they hold 
the Argentine people and government and 
how they consider themselves allied with 
their destiny in the present and in the 
future.” 

The use of the word “allied *' caused much 
speculation and aroused the keen interest of 
the American diplomatic officers in the cap- 
itals of the three republics, Their investiga- 
tion disclosed a willingness on the part of 
certain influential Argentine and Chilean 
statesmen to enter into an alliance, pro- 
vided Brazil would join. The scheme fell 
through in consequence of Brazil's refusal. 


Feeling in Chile Bitter. 
So far as Chile is concerned, there ig no 


question that for a long time it has been | 


bitter against the United States, though this 
feeling is lessening. .The trouble between 
the two countries originated twenty-two 
years ago, during what is known as: the 
Balmaceda revolution. 

Considerable popular feeling was aroused 
because of the alleged interference of the 
United States navy in the revolution, with 
the result that some of the men of the 
United States man of war Baltimore were 
mobbed in the streets of Valparaiso and 
killed. War was avoided through the pay- 
ment by Chile of an indemnity of $75,000, 
but the feeling against the United States 
never disappeared. It was aroused during 


when Secretary of Biate Koox addressed an 


ultimatum to the Chilean government for 
the immediate settlement of the Alsop 
claims, which had been vending for thirty 
years. 

Chile was none too friendly to this govern- 
ment during the war with Spain. Its sym- 
pathies were with Colombia during the 
Panama revolution, and the state depart- 
ment was informed of a report that the 
two countries were engaged in negotiations 
by which Chile agreed to support Colombia. 
These negotiations were brought to an 
abrupt termination by the obfection of 
President Roosevelt. 


Argentina Has Been Friendly. 


So far as Argentina is concerned, it has 
maintained friendly relations with this coun- 
try. The American people, however, never 
have seemed to realize that Argentina, as 
well as Chile and Brazil, is a state of an ad- 
vanced civilization and national pride. 

The three countries unquestionably enjoy 
intimate friendly relations, which accounts 
for their action in joining together to make 
representations to the United States and 
the Mexican leaders in behalf of peate. 

There is no question of the resentment 
of Colombia in consequence of the course 
of the United States with respect to Pan- 
ama. Venezuela is afraid of the United 
States, as a result of its conduct with refer- 
ence to the exclusion of Cipriano Castro 
from his native shores. While this action 
wae taken by the United States in order to 
preserve the peace of Venezuela, it was an 
interference with the domestic concerns of 
that people which they fear will be repeated. 
The United States not only expelled Presi- 
dent Zelaya from Nicaragua but landed 
marines, who fought their way to Managua 
and now are in occupation of that city. 


Fear Interference in Affairs. 


The Latin-Americans see ‘the “‘ Colossus 
of the north” departing from a century old 
policy of nonintervention in their affairs. 
They believe the United States is trying 
to impose its will upon them. They looked 
askance at President Wilson's declaration 
that he would not recognize any government 
founded on force because, with the exception 
of the powerful nations of South America, 
that was and is the only way by which gov- 
ernments are founded and maintained. 

In his Mobile speech the president de- 
clared the United States must. prove itself 
the friend and champion of the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics “‘ upon terms of equality and 
honor.” Mr. Wilson lumped Argentina, 
Brazil, and Chile with Colombia, Nicaragua, 
and Haiti. The single satisfactory sentencé 
in that speech was the following, though 
how he could forevast the indefinite future it 
is difficult to understand: 

“T want to take'this occasion to fay that 
the United States will never again seek one 
acditional foot of territory by conquest.’’ 

Pan-America, jealous. suspicious, now is 
trying to see that the president makes good 


in this déclaration.

EL PASO MEXICAN MOB RIOTS 


Hurls Stones at Unarmed Amer- 
ican Soldiers. 


RINGLEADERS ARE TAKEN. 


Rebels Smuggle Arms; Plans for Pos- 
sible Invasion Complete. 


— 


El Paso, Tex., April 26.—[Special.J—A mob 
of several hundred Mexican men, women, 
and children started a riot this afternoon 
at Ninth and Stanton streets by throwing 
stones at an unarmed squad of half a dozen 
American sqldiers, who were en route to 
their camp. 

Some of the Mexicans threw missiles from 
the top of adobe houses; while others in the 
streets aided in the assault. 

Police reserves were called out and two 
Mexicans, said to be the ringleaders of the 
mob, were locked up. 

Ammunition smuggling by Mexicans on the 
American side has been resumed all along 
the border, according to reports received 
here tonight. A carload of Mauser rifle 
cartridges, which it is asserted had been 
smuggled across the border, was sent from 
Jaurez to Chihuahua city today. 


Prepare for Invasion. 

Preparations are rapidly being made at 
El Paso for a possible invasion of rebel ter- 
ritory, despite Gen. Viila’s protestations of 
friendship for the Americans. Nor are any 
officers taking seriously the often repeated 
assertions of Villa that he is seeking no 
quarrel. with the United States. 

Every night American cannon are trained 
on the rebel positions in Juarez; and every 
night; after the placed artillery has attracted 
the attention of the Mexicans, it is secretly 
moved to different positions. American offi- 
cers take this precaution because they know 
rebels in Juarez watch closely through field 
glasses the maneuvers on the American side 
and that rebel spies abound on this side of 
the river, who quickly communicate‘to Villa 
just what the American army men are do- 
ing. Tonight sixteen cannon are loaded to 
fire into Juarez if Villa should make a false 


move. 
More Artillery at El Paso, 


Today two batteries and the regimental | 


headquarters of the Sixth United States field 
artillery arrived from Fort Riley, Kas. Al- 
ready there was one battery of the Sixth ar- 
tillery here and a battery of the Third field 
artillery, the latter getting here Saturday. 


With the arrpval of Gen, John J. Pershing’ 


and the three regiments of infantry from the 
Presidio in San Francisco preparations for 
any eventuality at El Paso may be consid- 
ered complete. There was sufficient cavalry 
here for a campaign, and all that was needed 
was a strengthening of the artillery and a 
sufficient force of infantry. Should the call 
come for American troops to move, an army 
of more than 6,000 could start immediately.

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AMMUNITION AT VERA CRUZ 
MANUFACTURED IN THE U. S. 


Criminal Action May Be Taken 
Against Shippers Who Sent Cargo 
Abroad for Reshipment to Huerta. 


Washington, D. C., April 26—([Special.]— 
International complications over the seizure 
of the German steamer Ypiranga, bearing 
arms and ammunition to Huerta agents at 
Vera Cruz, were practically removed today 
when. it was learned the cargo originated in 
the United States. 

The department of justice hopes to pro- 
cure evidence to justify the confiscation of 
at least a part of the shipment. Criminal 
action probably will be. taken against the 
shippers. 

According to information, most of the 
Cargo was assembled in New York in Decem- 
ber, from various ammunition concerne in 
this country. It was put through the New 
York customs house on a bill to St. Peters- 
burg and loaded on a tramp steamer, Later 
the tramp was unloaded at Hamburg. Then 
the shipment was transferred to the Ypiran- 
ga and was started for Vera Curz. 


entire cargo of 15,000,000 rounds of ammu- 
nition and 240 fleld guns came from this 
country. It is sald to be probable that the 
ammunition was manufactured in the 
United States and the 240 fleld guns picked 
up at Hamburg. 

If it is found the ownership of the cargo 
has passed from the original shippers, crim- 
inal action may be brought against the latter 
for a violation of the law.

their forces, Federal, state, and police, took 
place during last night, and I was left en- 
tirely alone in the state capitol building as 
ite sole guardian for about six hours with- 
out being informed by any individual or offi- 
cer ef their departure. 


Describes Attack of Rebels. 

“The Constitutionalist forces under the 
command of Gen. Pablo Gonzales and Gen. 
Antonio Villareal and Gen. Castro carried 
on a very successful attack for about five 
days, which resulted in the defeat of the 
Federal army with heavy losses on the part 
of the Federals and complete rout of all those 
who were not killed, wounded, or taken pris- 
oners. 
“The officers of the Constitutional army 
informed me that they heard that I was 
taken prisoner and that the American flag 
had been ordered down from over this con- 
sulate general. A Constitutionalist officer 
by the name of Mayor Fierros, with a com- 
pany of men, hurried to the state palace 
where they had heard I was being held pris- 
oner. 


Released by Rebel Force. 

“They broke down the locked doors early 
this morning, furnishing me with a saddled 
horse, and accompanied me to the suburbs 
of the city, where I met Gen. Antonio Ville- 
real, who is to be the governor of the state 
of Nuevo Leon. 

“In company with Gen. Villareal and 
some of the foreign consular representatives 
in Monterey, we proceeded to the state 
palace, whre speeches were made to the peo- 
ple, who assembled in great masses in front 
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protection to all foreigners and noncom- 
batants and the fullest degree of freedom 
and protection to all well disposed, law- 
abiding people. 


Rebel Leaders Assure Protection. 

“Shortly after our arrival at the state 
house, Gen. Pablo Gonzales arrived, accom- 
panied by his staff and a large force of the 
Constitutionalst troops. He was enthusi- 
asticaily received, as was also Gen. Antonio 
Villareal and the other officers, by the peo- 
ple of Monterey, and he also gave strongest 
assurances of proper protection for ail the 
law abiding residents of Monterey. 

“The city is quiet and serene and the feel- 
ing of safety and confidence has returned to 
the people. The humane manner in which 
the battle of Monterey was conducted by the 
Constitutionalists is high credit to ideas of 
humanity and to the things that are right 
and just. There has been no persecution nor 
looting of property reported to this con- 
tulate general up to now. 


Believes Rebels Understand Attitude. 

‘There appears to have been some mis- 
understanding, probably caused in Monterey 
by intended misrepresentation relative to 
the action on the part of our government 
following the insult to the American flag and 
people at Tampico, but I believe that the 
Constitutionalists now understand that the 
American nation has nothing but the kindest 
feelings toward Mexico and its people, and 
that the action of the United States was not 
intended to interfere with the rights of Mex- 


ico or the Mexican people in settling their 
disputes, but that it was simply an act to 
bring a proper apology from those parties 
who were to blame for the insult and offense 
committed against the American nation, !ts 
people and flag. 


No Americans Killed. 

‘*Y will report further to the department 
relative to matters concerning the battle and 
relative to the condition of affairs around 
Monerey. 

“While many Americans have been im- 
prisoned in the last few days by the Federals, 
until] this morning no Americans have been 
killed nor injured, excepting Mr. Guy Saw- 
yer, head of the American Printing company, 
who was serious'y wounded at his country 
home during ths first days of the battle. 
Mr. Sawyer is reported better this morning.’’ 


CELEBRATE TAKING OF MONTEREY 

Chihuahua, Mexico, April 25, via El Paso. 
Tex., April 26.—The taking of Montetey was 
celebrated here today with band concerts 
and the ringing of’bells. Gen Antonio Vil- 
lareal was appointed governor of the state 
of Nuevo Leon, of which Monterey ise the 
capital Nicefaro Amerano was made mayor 
of the city.

Was Robbed of Everything. 
E. L. Britton, formerly of New York, who 


ewned a moving picture theater at Panuco, 
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was robbed of everything he had. 


“ As soon as it was learned that the Amer- 
fcans were taking Vera Cruz the Mexicans 
began taking everything they could see and 
insulting Americans,” he said. “ The Mexi- 
gans took everything of value from the show, 
tore up what they did not want and could 
poet carry away, and then threatened me 
pith death if I protested.” 

Hundreds of refugees tell of the battle at 
Vera Crus, while those from Tampico tell 
of indignities suffered which were all but un- 
gpeakabie. ' 

Charge Cruelty to Rebels. 

Several passengers on the steamship Trini- 
Gadian brought reports of fighting at Panu- 
da, an oll town eighty. miles from Tampico. 
The battle took place on April 13. : 

At daybreak a troop of rebels dashed tnte 
the city, 6nd after a few hours’ fighting took 
it from the FedeFals. Some eighty Federals 
were killed. Several Federal sympathizers 
were hanged, the bodies horribly mutilated 
and left for vultures. The town was sacked 
and burned. 

+ Boyd Erickson was tied to a tree and 
whipped until he consented to give up his 
money. He lost more than $1,000 in gold. 

Mrs. Berpmett was lashed to the bed and her | 
children were locked in the cellar, while her 


home was sacked. She and the chidren were 
left prisoners by the Mexicans. 


Dragged from Burning House. 

Edward C. Rigney of Pennsylvania was 
beaten senseless by robbers when he refused 
to give up his money. His house was robbed 
and burned. He escaped through the as- 
sistance of a neighbor, who dragged him 
from the burning house. 

Mrs. J. J. Kinner of Phoenix was grabbed 
and choked by two Mexicans, until she con- 
sented to give up her jewelry. They took 
her rings, bracelets, and ear rings. She saw 
these Mexicans rob others. 

According to the statement of Mrs. Mollie 
Gans of Center, Tex., three Mexicans came to 
her husband's plantation, north of Vera 
Cruz, and, seeing that he was not about 
the place, drove off all the stock and fired 
the barns. Later they cam@to the house 
and demanded money. She had but little 
money, and when this was taken the robbers 
wanted more,

It was 
only after argument that the train was per- 
mitted to proceed. | 

A. B. Case of Pomona, Cal., director of the 
Congregational mission at Hermosillo, with 
a number of women, was among the ar- 
rivals. 

Most of the refugees applied to American 
Consul Simpich for aid and were given 
transportation to their homes. 

A. P. Ardourel, who said he was a member 
of the Colorado legislature, declared he was 
indigent and was provided with a ticket to 
Denver and money for food. He said the 
Mexicans had assailed the fleeing Ameri- 
cans with abusive language. 


Warned to Quit Country. 

Many more Americans are still in remote 
portions of Mexico, but.these are being 
brought out as fast as messengers can reach 
them. 

Although Consu. Simpich, on the Mexican 
side of Nogales, has been instructed by the 
state department to leave Mexico at his dis- 
cretion, he has not yet done go because of 
the expected arrival of more Americans. 

The international boundary at Nogales 
runs through Malin street. with 300 Mexicans 
on the south side and 200 Mexicans among 
the 3,400 people on the north side, 

The Southern Pacific railroad branch into 
Mexico is still being operated by the rebels 
to points south of Hermosillo. 


One Hundred Mormons Arrivc.

CUSTODIAN BADLY BEATEN. 


Footlights’ Flash First Inkling of 
Crooks’ Presence. 


Jackson De Maire, a watchman employed 
in the Logan Square theater at 2542 Milwau- 
kee avenue. was standing in the front of the 
auditorium at 1 o'clock yesterday morning 
when he saw the foot!:gbts flare up and five 
men step out on the stuge.

Pacification—and, in fact, all our opera- 
tions, except a few pitched battles which 
must be expected prior to the capture of 
Mexico City—will involve a type of action 
for which American regular soldiers are 
better fitted by training and experience than 
any in the world. Service in the Philippines 
has taught American officers the whole 
technic of guerrilla warfare. Not even 
the officers of the Indian army of Great 
Britain have had such thoroagh recent ex- 
perience. 

After Gen. Wood, who will have supreme 
command of operations from Vera Crus, the 
ranking major general is J. Franklin Bell, 
now on his way from the Philippines, where 
| be has been in command until by the recent 
‘transfers he was assigned to command 
the Second division, now in Texas, from 
which the movement to Vera Crus is 
taking place. The first brigade in this 
division to proceed is under the ranking 
brigadier general, Frederick H. Funston. 

Both Bell and Funston have records not 
only for extraordinary personal daring 
but for brilliantly effective service in the 
Philippines. Both have proved the high- 
est degree of natural fitness, and possess 
the most valuable fund of practical experi- 
ence. In fact, our army now has a large 
quota of officers, from the highest ranks 
down to that of majors, who have had 
experience of the sort of operations we 
must carry: on after and even during the 
major operations. 

Occupation also will involve adminis- 
tration, and here again we are well 
equipped. The ranking major general, 
who will be chief in command, Gen, 
Leonard Wood, has a remarkable ac- 
complishment as organizer and adminis- 
trator in Cuba. His personal] courage and 
decision of character—necessary qualities 
for command—his scientific study of mili- 
tary problems, and his experience in the 
field and in the office of the chief of staff 
give ground for expecting from him a 
successful conduct of the major opera- 
tions in Mexico, while his proved gifts as 
administrator promise splendid service in 
the dificult constructive work which must 
follow the capitulation of Mexico City. 

The chief of staff succeeding Gen. 
Wood, who has just gone back to the line 
under thé rotation rule, is Maj. Gen. Wil- 
liam W. Wotherspoon. Here again we 
seem to be fortunate, for Gen. Wother 
spoon is recognized not only as a man of 
ability but as one of the best, if not in 
fact the best, informed officer on the pres- 
ent conditiens and needs of the army in 
the service. He advances from the post 
of assistant chief of staff, so he requires 
not a moment to get in touch with the sit- 
vation, and the difficult work of mobiliza- 
tion will move on without a jar. 

If the foresight of congress had been 
clear and had provided an army in num- 
bers, equipment, and organization worthy 
of these men and of the American regu- 
lar army officers generally, the task we 
seem to have thrust upon us by destiny 
would be performed at much lower cost in 
lives and treasure. It is consoling to 
realize, however, that, in spite of the 
neglect of congress, we have fit men to 
lead if too few fit to follow. 

Will congress learn anything from the 
present situation?

ERMANY’'S newest prince, Charles 
von Wedel, who has just been raised 
to that rank by the kaiser on his re- 
tirement from the viceroyalty of Al- 
sace-Lorraine, has hed @ most ex- 
traordinary career. 

In 1866 he fought against Prussia in the 
battle of Langenzalza, distinguishing himself 
as @ subaltern of the dragoon regiment of 
the Hanoverian crown prince, while in 1894 
he was virtually dismissed from the post of 
German envoy at Stockholm and from the 
diplomatic service for having married a 
Swedish lady in defiance of the kaiser’s per- 
sonal prohibition, as well as of the rules of 
the German government against matrimonial 
alliances between members of its diplomatic 
service and foreigners. 


—~— 

Count Charles von Wedel, as he was then, 
instead of manifesting his resentment for 
this treatment, abstained from expatriating 
himself, as everybody expected he would do. 

Instead of settling in Sweden, a course 
which would have been warranted by the 
vast landed estates of his wife in that king- 
dom, he took up his residence in Berlin, 
where the magnificence of his establishment, 
the splendor of his entertainments, and the 
stately beauty of his wife served to render 
him one of the most conspicuous figures of 
the capital. 

It was not long before he was fully restored 
to the favor of the emperor, who, with the 
empress, frequently dined with the Wedels 
off the superb service of goid plate which 
is one of the ancestral possessions of Charles 
von Wedel’s wife, and which has been owned 
by her family for more than 200 years. 

Her family is that of the Hamiltons, a 
branch of the historic Scottish house of that 
name. It has been established in Sweden 
ever since the reign of King Gustavus 
Adolphus and the thirty years’ war. 

Her father, the late Count Hamilton, was 
governor of Stockholm; her mother was 
grand mistress of the household of Queen 
Sophia, while she herself was the widow of 
Count Platen when she married Charles von 
Wedel.

It was not long before thé emperor gave a 
still further manifestation of the restoration 
to favor of Count von Wedel by appointing 
him military governor of Berlin, and, when 
Baron Saurma, former German envoy at 
Washington, became so ill at Rome as to be 
obliged to resign that embassy, Count von 
Wedel was appointed as his successor. 

Two years hater he was transferred as 
ambassador to Vienna in the place of the 
disgraced Prince zu Eulenburg. 

At Vienna he was welcomed with open 
arms. He had spent no less than ten years 
there as military attaché of the embassy, 
being to such an extent initiated into the 
diplomatic work of the mission that in the 
absence of the ambassador, the Prince von 
Reuss, it was he and not the first secretary 
who took his place-as chargé d'affaires. 


-~o— 
His intimacy with the kaiser dates. back to 
those days when William, prior to his ac- 
cession, was wont to go frequently to Vienna 
to visit his friend, Crown Prince Rudolf. It 
was an intimacy which led the emperor on 
several occasions to intrust Charles von 
Wedel with extremely delicate missions. 
Thus, at the time of the late Prince von 
Bismarck’s removal from office, Charles von 
Wedel, who had ceased to belong to the em- 
bassy at Vienna, was dispatched thither by 
the kaiser with a long confidential letter to 
Emperor Francis Joseph, giving his reasons 
for the dismissal of the old chancellor. 
At the same time Count von Wedel was 
directed by William to furnish any additional] 
verbal explanation that the Austrian mon- 
arch might ask. 
Just seven years ago the kaiser trans- 
ferred him from the ambassadorship at 
Vienna to Strassburg, as viceroy of Alsace- 
Lorraine, from which post he retires defi. 
nitely on Friday next.

Although a former officer of the Hanoverian 
army, Prince von Wedel is an Oldenburger 
by birth, being a son of Gen Count William 
von Wedel, who was chief of the military 
household of the Grand Duke of Oldenburg 
of his day.

Charles von Wedel greatly distinguished 


himself in the war of 1870 against France, 
winning the Iron Cross on the battlefield, 
and, what was still more important, the good 
will of Field Marshal Count von Moltke. 
Count von Moltke, after the war, attached 
him to the general staff, and on the outbreak 
of hostilities seven years later between 
Turkey and Russia dispatched him to the 
Russian headquarters as his representative. 
In fact, Charles von Wedel went through the 
entire Turko-Russian campaign as a mem- 
ber of the suite of Czar Alexander II. 
The Wedels have no children, and conse- 
quently their newly acquired princely title 
will lapse with their death. 


oe 

Charles von Wedel’s elevation to the rank 
of prince is certain to meet with the approval 
of all the minor German courts. There are 
few of these at which the Wedel family is 
not represented in a more or less confidential 
capacity, and each reigning house of Ger- 
many has one or more Wedels in its service, 
usually holding office not only of much dig- 
nity but likewise of great trust. 

The relations of the family with the royal 
house of Hanover were brought to a some- 
what tragic close not long after the war of 
1866, 

One of its members, Count Alfred, who had 

followed the blind King of Hanover into 
exile at Vienna, had the misfortune there 
to become involved, through no fault of his 
own, in a duel with one of his royal master's 
favorite nephews, a particularly quarrelsome 
Prince von Solms, and to wound him fatally 
in the encounter. P 

Although Count von Wedel was in no way 
to blame, having had the duel virtually 
forced upon him, he was obliged to leave the 
employ of the king, all his previous devotion 
going for nothing, and to expatriate himself 
for many years. 


—~o- 

A pathetic feature about this tragedy was 
that the dead prince's mother was stone 
blind, like her half-brother, King George 
of Hanover. This enabled her other children 
to keep from her the knowledge of her son’s 
death. 

She was led to believe that he was traveling 
abroad, engaged in some confidential mis- 
sion, and letters purporting to come from 
him and to have been written from various 
points of his journey were ingeniously con- 

cocted and read to her. 

Just as the poor old lady was bécoming 
concerned about the prolonged absence of 
her favorite boy, and when the pious fraud 
seemed to be on the eve of disclosure, she 
died suddenly after only two or three days’ 
illness, and so she did not learn until she 
had passed beyond the great divide that 
her son had preceded her into the infinite.

It was a nephew of this Count Alfred von 
Wedel—namely: Count George von Wedel— 
who spent some time at Washington as sec- 
retary of the German embassy, occasionally 
acting as chargé d'affaires. 

He is married to a daughter of the late 
Baron Charles Magnus, whose family, play- 
ing an important role in the haute finance 
of Berlin, was ennobled by King Frederick 
William IV. of Prussia some sixty years ago.

No reference to the Wedels would be com- 
plete without a brief mention of the motorious 
Countess Hermann von Wedel, of half 
American, half Belgian parentage, who, now 
confined in a sanitarium at Breslau, man- 
aged to inveigle Prince von Wedel's brother, 
Count Hermann von Wedel, into a mar- 
riage. 

Known prior thereto as Emily Berard, she 
hed led the life of a demi-mondaine in the 
German, Austrian, and French capitals. 
Naturally Count Hermanm, as soon as he 
realized his folly, proceeded to divorce her, 

not, however, before he had been compelled 
to retire from the Prusgian army and to 
expatriate himself in Switzerland. 

Unfortunately, she was able to retain pos- 
session of his name and title, and, thanks to

He did not 
mention it to me when I purchased his 
property. (2) If he did not sign the agree 
ment and was not in favor of the improve 
ment, can I be held responsible? (8) If 
my information as to the time of the agree- 
ment is not correct and a majority of the 
property owners agreed to pave after | 
bought and I received no notice, am I re 
sponsible? 144. 

L. Your liability to pay for this improvement de 
pends on the terms of your contract of purchase. 
The ordinary form of contract provides that the 
purchaser pays for improvements of this nature. 

2. In the event that this improvement has bem 
made by the city the special assesament for the 
paving must be paid or your property will be sold. 

8. In the event that this paving has been done by 
private contract it is possible that neither you ner 
the former owner is liable. This depends, as in 
2, on whether the improvement was made by the 
city or by private contract. Information i this 
regard should be had from the board of local im- 
provements, city hall,

Thinks People Could Be Trusted 
to Make Changes Now ag 
Well as in 1870, 


Sentiment in Illinois in favor of a consti- 
tutional convention is indicated by mem- 
bers of the legislative committee investigat- 
ing the Chicago voting mechine scandal. 
Of the nine members of the committee here 
fast week, according to the Constitutional 
Comvention league, seven approve the con- 
‘vention plan, 

Of the five senators at the hearings, which 
wilt be resumed at 2 o'clock this afternoon 
im the rooms of the county board, four linea 
up for the constitutional convention at the 
‘recent session of the legislature. They are 
Frenk A. Landee of Moline, J. M. Chamber- 
lin of East St. Louis, Stephen D. Canaday of 
‘Millsboro, and F. C. Campbell of Xenia. The 
two first named are Republicans and the 
other two Democrats. 

Of the four members of the lower house, 
‘Representatives Robert S. Jones, Republi- 
can, and R. J. Kasserman, Democrat, voted 
in favor of the convention, while Representa- 
tive Edward J. King of Galesburg and Lucas 
‘J. Butts of Peoria, chairman of the commit- 
tee, opposed the proposition. 

. Chairman Butts, however,js now adivocat- 
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ing the convention as the best method of 
the constitution. 

“TI think a convention should, and will, be 
called at the next session of the legislature,” 
eaid Mr. Butts, “to revise the state consti- 
tution. At the last session I voted aguinst 
the resolution, but since then, es the result 


i of more careful consideration, I have con- 


q@uded a convention is necessary and un- 
avoidable. 
“I am convinced the proposal merely to 


} mabe it easier to amend the constitution and 


then to leave to the legislature the task of 
bringing about gradually the numerous 
changes sorely needed ts wholly inadequate. 
A convention representative of the best citi- 
gzenship of Illinois and chosen at a special 
election held for that purpose will afford a 
vastly better remedy. 

“ Although the fear has been expressed in 
some quarters that a constitutional conven- 
tion would be dominated by corporate inter- 
ests, and in others that such a gathering 
would be controlled by extremists who would 
introduce dangerous innovations into the 
organic law of the state, I personally feel 
confident that leve] headed and disinterested , 
men would rule a constitutional! convention 
in IWinois just as such men have controlled 
similar gatherings in the past. 


Advantage of People’s Action. 

“ Because. the work of a convention would 
be submitted in the shape of separate 
amendments to the constitution, and must 
be eubmitted to the people at a special elec- 
tion, when it would have the undivided atten- 
tiom of the voters, there isa great advantage 
in the convention method as compared with 
the piecemeal amendment method. 

“Ap the success of a republican form of 
government depends, in the last analysis, 
on the intelligence and honesty of the 
people, and as there is every reason to be- 
leve;) the average citizen is not less honest 
ér less intelligent than when the conven- 
tion of 1870 framed the present constitu- 
tion, I see no cause to fear the outcome of 
a@ constitutional conventioi now.” | 


Total in Favor, 102. 
George E. Cole, president of the conven- 
tion league, amnounced that three more mem- 
bers of the lower house of the legislature, 
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im addition to the ninety-nine previously 
listed, have written to the league declaring 
iy favor of a constitutional convention. 
They are Representatives B. F. Kleeman, 
Benjamin M. Mitchell, and R. R. Jackson. 

“There is every reason to believe,’’ said 
Mr. Cole, “that the necessary two-thirds 
of the members of the lower house in the 
present legislature would now vote in favor 
of calling the convention if opportunity af- 
forded.”’

PARIS, April 26.—The Socialists head the 
list of mem bers chogen to the chamber of dep- 
uties at the general elections today. 

Notably victorious among the other candi- 
dates was Joseph Caillaux, former minister 
of finance, whose wife recently killed Editor 
Calmette of La Figaro because of a campaign 
conducted by the newspaper against the 
statesman. 

The elections passed off amid quasi-indif- 
ference, notably in Paris, where glorious 
weather drove more than half the voters into 
the courtry, leaving the ballot boxes in 
charge of morose candidates. 

Owing to the number of candidates, 2,904 
for 602 seats, second ballots will be necessary 
in many districts two weeks hence in order 
that the candidates shall receive the re- 
quired number of votes. 


Fifty New Members. 
The chamber will count about fifty new 
members of political grovps which are 
divided by technicalities or hair splitting. 
This will render cohesion impossible,. and 
consequently the new chamber will offer the 
Same spectacle as the previous one. 
There will be thirteen different groups in 
the chamber of 1914, compared with eight in 
1902, six in 1893, and five in 1885, when the 
Bonapartists, Monarchists, and Republicans 
were busy sparring. 
Among the candidates elected were M. 
Barthou, former premier; M. Millerand, also 
a former cabinet member; Aristide Briand, 
a former premier and leader of a section in 
the chamber. 


Abbe Lemire Elected. 
Abbé Lemire, wha got into trouble with 
the Roman Catholic church for accepting 
one of the vice presidencies in the last cham- 
ber and standing for election again, was 
elected.

HOSE AND WATER SHORTAGE 
PERILS BIG ROOFING PLANT. 


Firemen Find Hydrant Block Away 
from Blaze in Heppes Company Fac- 
tory in Fillmore Street, 


When firemen responded to an alarm last 
night from the plant of the Heppes com- 
pany, manufacturers of roofing materials 
at Fillmore street and Kolmar avenue, they 
found the nearest water plug a block away. 
Before they could piece their hose together 
the flames had spread from the finished 
products building to the raw material ware- 
house and were threatening to attack the 
three other buildings of the block square 
plant. 

Additional alarms brought Acting Chief 
O’Connor. Because of the inflammable ma- 
terials stored in the buildings it was diffi- 
cult to confine the fire to the two build- 
ings, both of which were two story brick 
structures. Lack of sufficient water also 
handicapped the firemen. 

Norman Aimer, general manager of the 
firm, estimated the loss at $25,000.

was rescued by Battalion Chief Benjamin 
O’Connor and Assistant Fire Marshal Arthur

streets. He was carried unconscious to 
the Passavant hospital. The fire, which 
was the second at the foundry within a 
month, will be investigated. The first fire 
was the last one attended by Fire Chief 
Seyferlich before his death.

Explorer with Roosevelt Party in Bra- 
zil Says Native Saved Him from 
Rapids After Mishap.

Fiala, the arctic explorer, who accompanied 
Col. Roosevelt into the wilds of South Amer- 
ica, had a narrow escape from death when 
a canoe in which he was making his way 
up an unknown river in Brazil was over- 
turned, as told recently.

in Chicago in 1885. 


Student of Civic Affaira, 

Soon after beginning practice in Chicago he 
became known as an interested student of 
civic affairs and an active worker in Mason~ 
ry. He served as a member of the state 
board of health from 1802 to 1896. During ten 
yea:s he Was on the staff of the Cook county 
hospital. 

In October of 1885 Dr. B.cFatrich married 
Miss Vesta R. Putnam of Chicago, who, with 
two daughters, survives him. In 1902 he was 
chosen eminent grand commander of the 
Illinois commandery of the Knights Tem- 
plar. He was active in obtaiping the building 
of the Masonic temple and the Masonic 
Orphans’ home. 


Instigated Many Reforms, 

In July of 1909 he was appointed a mem- 
ber of the board of education by Mayor 
Fred A. Busse. He served for four years, 
being reappointed by Mayor Harrison. He 
succeeded Alfred R. Urion as president of 
‘the board in December, 1910, which position 
he held until he was succeeded by Peter 
Reinberg in the fall of 1912. 

While a member of the board he instigat- 
ed the medica] inspection of the achoo! chij- 
dren, advocated the opening of the school 
buildings to the public, planned the beautiti- 
cation of the school grounds, and increased 
the number of evening school courses, 

He was a member cf the Chicago Athletic, 
Illinois Athletic, Univr League, South Shore 
Country, and other clubs.

“The plan for mediation is, in my opine 
ion, a master stroke of diplomacy, both for

The 
really stable nations—Chile, Argentina. and 
Brazil—have a right to be consulted. Such 
a conception of the Monroe doctrine would 
give South American republics a goal to 
work for. Let Europe have its triple alli- 
ances, and American the Monroe doctrine, 
applied so broadly that both the centinents 
are included. 


Last Chance to Pull Down Flag. 

“The only connection I had with the 
Mexican question was when I attempted to 
go to Penasco, N. M., a little town with 
three Americans and many Mexicans. A 
blinding sand storm drove us back. We 
had to put handkerchiefs over our mouths, 

“If I had reached the town I might have 
had the opportunity to pull down the Mexi- 
can flag which a half witted person ran up 


in the town. They pulled it down, and that 
was an end of it. It was op my birthday— 
April 23. 


“My own Mexican question was whether 
I should give them two-bits or four-bits.” 


Favc.'s Tolls Exemption Repeal. 

The mayor was outspoken in his stand on 
the canal tolls problem, but asserted his po- 
sition has no relation to local politics. 

“If the United States wants to subsidize 
coastwise shipping.”’ he said, “it ought to 
be done openly, and not by subterfuge.

HILDREN should not be treated like talk- 
ing machines to be “shut up” at will, 
ner should street car cenductors and 
clerks be treated like blocks of wood to 
be kicked eut of our way, according to 
the Rev. Charles W. Gilkey, pastor of the Hyde 
Park Baptist’ church, Woodlawn fenue, who 
preached yesterday morning on ““The Golden 


| Rule.” 


Dr. Gilkey said that he preached the sermon 
by request. A friend, he Baid, had placed in 
his hands a page from an issue of THE TRIBUNE 
of 1900, giving opinions of noted men on the 


| golden rule and from it he had gained some 


valuable suggestions. 

“We breaki the goldén rule,” he said, “ when 
we treat the people we meet as things—as cogs 
in a machine which exists to serve and gratify 
us. The children whose laughter or crying 
annoys us, we shut them up, literally or fig- 


| uratively, as| if they were phonographs; the

conductor or the shop girl who delays us—we 
scold away as if their only reason for existence 
were their relation to our immediate desires;

“Tf you and I were to go out from this church 
in the spirit of the golden rule, to treat all the 
people we meet as persons, with rights and pur- 
poses of their own which we must consult just 
aS muchas we consult our own, how much more 
smoothly and efficiently life would go, for we 
should find other people beginning to treat us 
as persons instead of as things or machines 
to serve them, The only happy human relations 
are those between persons who treat each other 
as persons.” .

Judge ices: Police 
for Reign of Gunmen.

public are to blame for the way gun- 

men are allowed to outrage the order 

and decency of Chicago, according to 

Judge M@rcus A. Kavanagh before the 
forum at the City club yesterday afternoon, 
At the police officials was directed the greatest 
censure. 

Judge Kavanagh opened his address with a 
reference to the statistics of homicides in 
Chicago. “In Chicago last year there were 
285 homicides,” said he, “ while in Lendon, a 
city of three and a half times its size, there 
were but twenty-seven. That means that 
there is one murder a day in Chicago. 

“The responsibility lies in several places, 
the police, the Municipal court, and public 
opinion. 

“The solution of the problem is simply this: 
Force the officials to wake up. Whenever a 
man is arrested with a gun on his person 
fine him the limit. Create the. impression 
that this is a most serious offense. Make the 
police wake up and enforce the law and the 
judges wake up and apply it. But the public 
is also tao blame. It is behind the enforce- 
ment. of all law and must push. Whe blame 
is on you and me, and the great public is 
asleep. Officials may be offended at what I 
say, but some one must stand up and tell the 
truth.”

OULD members of the woman’s 

$6 aid society of some church give me 
information about forming an or- 

ganization? What are the aims of 

the society and what do cney dc at 

their meetings? We wish to start an ‘aid’ fur 
our church, and I am in hopes of vctt'ng some 
special information for our work in this coun- 
try church. I received magazines [rom Miss 
R, in reply to a postal you forwarded to me. I 
have also written to Mrs. W., but have had no 
reply up to date in reference to the reading mat- 
ter she offered. There were some excellent mag- 
azines in the two dozen Miss R. sent to me and 
we enjoyed reading them very much. I also 
wrote to C. W. D. in reference to the coat in 
reply to the letter you sent me, and I am in 
hopes that it will be the size that my husband 
can wear. If not, I will return the offer to you 
so that it may benefit some one else. I am 
greatly interested in your Corner and find many 
helpful hints in it. I still have a few silk 
pieces for same worker. I send a recipe for 
clam chowder. One-half pound of salt pork, cut 
into small dice; fry to a light brown; four pota- 
toes, two onions, small stalks of celery, cut up 
alt quite small. Put vegetables in a kettle of 
eold water; add salt pork and the grease; cook 
until all is soft, then add a can of clams, cut 
up, and one can of tomatoes. Cook half an hour 
longer. It may be thickened if desired. This 
is a recipe for croquettes: Equal quantities of 
boiled rice and meat of any kind. Chop meat

to bind it. Form into balls, dip into well beaten 
egg with equal parts of milk; then dip into dried 
bread crumbs and fry in plenty of hot la 
Make the meat balls several! hours before frying 
that they may harden. Muffins for two: Sift a 
coffee cup of flour with one level teaspoon of 
baking powder, one-quarter teaspoon of galt, one 
tablespoon of sugar; run in a rounded teaspoon 
of shortening; add one egg and a half cup of 
sweet milk and mix, then pour into six gem tins 
and bake. x.

Recipe for Government Whitewash.

Home Made Substitutes for Coffee. 


; N 1863 a southern surgeon wrote a book 
called “ Resources of the Southern Fields 
and Forests,” which was a medical, agri- 
cultural, and economical botany. The south 
was then beginning to suffer from the 

scarcity of agricultural products. 

There are a great number of substitutes for 
coffee mentioned in this book as having been 
used. Cornmeal, potatoes, dandelions and 
chicory, okra seeds, asparagus roots, sugar- 
cane, rice, and even cotton seeds were used. | 

CORNMEAL COFFEE—Parched or toasted 
cornmeal is not at all a bad substitute for 
coffee, but it has the great disadvantage that 
it takes up the water greatly, so that while 
it is easy to make a brown meal mush, it is 
difficult to get a clear liquid of any great 
strength. But for children this might be a 
most excellent morning dish, It must be 
roasted over a very low fire (the slight fire 
is the secret of success in all the toasting of 
cereals), and in order to lump it a bit one 
tablespoonful of sugar to every four or six 
of meal may be used. This soon caramelizes 
and helps to brown the grains which it forms 
with the meal.

The old book says: “An excellent substi- 
tute for coffee: For a family of seven or 
eight persons take a pint of well toasted corn- 
meal and add to it as much water as an ordl- 
nary sized coffee pot will hold, then boil it 
well. We have tried this toasted meal coffee 
and prefer it. Many persons cannot drink 
coffee with impunity, and we advise all such 
to try the receipt. They will find it more 
nutritious than coffee.” 

At one point the author says that the chief 
substitute for coffee must be rye, and that 
this cereal was used during the war of 1812. 
“In fact, half the ground coffee which has 
been sold in New York and Boston for the 
last twenty-five years was composed chiefly 
of rye,” he adds. 

_The information about coffee substitutes is 
widely scattered in this book, but here are 
some of the paragraphs:

“Parched rice has been used as one of the ; 


substitutes for coffee. A correspondent of the

Mobile Register, 1862, says that corn and rice || 


an excellent substitute for coffee. As 
grain of corn is harder than that of rice, it 
needs more browning, and should be exposed 
to the heat a few moments before the rice is 
put in. The writer claims that the beverage 
is equal to the best coffee ever drunk.” 

“The best substitute for coffee and a prac- 
tical receipt for the preparation: Take rye, 
boil it, but not so much as to burst the grain, 
then dry it either in the sun, or a stove, or a 
kiln, after which it is ready for parching, to 
be used like the real coffee bean. Prepared 
in this manner it can hardly be distinguished 
from the genuine coffee. The rye when boiled 
and dried will keep for any length of time, 
and consequently can be prepared at some con- 
venient moment so as to have it ready for 
parching.” 

“The seeds of the black seed cotton, parched 
and ground, are considered by some as one of 
the best substitutes for coffee, both in smell 
and taste.” 

“POTATO COFFEE—I have seen this used 
on several plantations in lower Carolina as a 
substitute for coffee. It is one of the best 
when carefully made by our southern matrons. 
The following is given as the mode of prepar- 
ing and using: The sweet potato is peeled 
and cut to the size of coffee berries, spread in 
the sun until perfectly dry, then parched in 
an oven or pan until thoroughly brown before 
being ground. As much as intended to be 
used is then put into a cup with a little hot or 
cold water; it is mixed well until it is wet;

BUTTER PRICES HOLD STEADY 


Good Trade Keeps Values Up, but 
Recessions Are Expected. 


EGGS SHOW FIRMER TONE. 


| ’ 


Speculative Buying Causes Advance; 
Potatoes Steady; Poultry Strong. 


Butter prices at Chicago: last week held 
without change and closed on a steady basis, 
while egg values made an advance of lc a 
dozen and showed a strong upward tendency 
at the finish. Potatoes were without quota- 
ble change. Live chickens showed an ad- 
vance of lc @ lb, but the market was unset- 
tled at the price and expectations were for 
cheaper values. 

Buying by a few big speculators was re- 
sponsible for the strength shown in eggs 
and is due to prove an important factor in 
the trend of the market during the next few 
days. So far, buyers for cold storage houses 
have shown little hesitancy in following ap- 
preciations in values. This is not expecte 
to continue. . 

Cold storage packed eggs are now selling 
at 1944@20c a dozen, which is about Ic a 
dozen higher than a year ago, and a price 
at which eggs are regarded as a hazardous | 
speculation. Investors probably will fight 
any efforts to force higher values, amd any 
increase in receipts from producing centers 
will undoubtedly result in a lower market. 

Butter on Steady Basis, 

Butter market has been maintained on a 
steady basis and a good trade has prevailed. 
But the time for cheaper values has come, 
and the expectancy is for e gradually de- 
clining market. The cold storage butter 
remaining on hand is being kept off the mar- 
ket as sales cannot be made except et a big 
loss. 

Receipts of poultry were the amallest re- 
ported in a long time. As a result prices 
held exceptionally well and the bulk of the 
live chickens received cleared at a big ad- 
vance from the preceding week's figurea. A 
more liberal movement is expected, however, 
and the trade looks for cheaper prices. 

The potato market continues in an unset- 
tled condition. About half of the receivers 
look for higher prices, while the others pre- 
dict a declining market. All will depend on 
the volume of receipts the next few days. 
According to some advices, not many pota- 
toes remain in the country. Others cleim 
there is at least 10 per cent of the crop 
left to be marketed. 


Rains Hold Back Potatoes. 


New potatoes are backward, excessive rains hav- 
ing washed out many of the southern fields. —. 
ceipts the last few weeks have been small, bu 
there are indications that the movement is due to 
enlarge and lower prices for this year’s stock are

ditions, with a product selling at tariff in- 


creased prices, is ledger proof of what Amer- 
ican energy can accomplish ina field of fierce 
competition. 


Germans Beaten at Own Game. 


German competition offers three and six 
months credit. Machines are sent out for 
free trial. Built to specification orders are 
solicited. Prices have no bottom if there is 


the chance of closing an order. And the 
Austrians—they sell within the advantage 
of a protective tariff. Regardless of all that, 
the American woods have taken the lead in 
sales. 

This case of an American inroad intoa for- 
eign market shows what American sales- 
manship, confidence, and brains can do 
against ‘‘ established conditions ’’ when the 
product is right. 

The Americans sell cn ‘‘ guarantee "’ terms, 
with part cash 'n advance, part cash on de- 
livery, and balance thirty or sixty days. 
They sell from stock, not from specification, 
have absolutely fixed prices, and guarantee 
quick delivery within the time of shipment 
from the United States to Fiume, Hungary’s 
port on the Adriatic. They build in quan- 


tity, cut out decoration, and stand pat on | 


assured efficiensy of the machines. 

The balance betwecn American and for- 
eign competition is fairly even, until Ameri- 
can energy, hustle, and sales sense is added 
—and then one finds such things as the 
twentyfold sales increase in six years. Gen- 
eral Director Edward W. Moore of Chicago 
now offers catalogues of his machinery, 
printed in Hungarian, German; French, Rus- 
sian, and English. 


Tactics to Win Buniness. 


The booklets talk to any possible customer 
in his own language, with metric specifica- 
tions, which are as much a part of all conti- 
nental languages as the “inch” is of Eng- 
lish. The agricultural machinery companies 
do the same thing, and the tactics win busi- 
ness. 

In mining machinery the German. trade 
has fallen off sharply. Individual price cut- 
ting has not succeeded in checking the de- 
cline. Mr. Moore says the Germans cannot 
touch the American combination of qual- 
ity and delivery. He says not a word of 
salesmanship! Now, the Germans are co- 
operating; a manufacturers’ cartel has been 
organized to freeze out these hardy Ameri- 
cans by undercutting prices all round. 
Only they’re late. The foothold of the 
square dealing Americans with the firmly 
set prices is so strong, and their salesman- 
ship so good, that the expensive German 
combination bids fair to fall through of its 
own weight. : 

According to our consular officers, the best 
rule for new business in Hungary is “‘ Send 
an American.” The reception accorded a 
business representative from the States is 
uniformly cordial. He comes a distance that 
seems tremendous to the Hungarian. He rep- 
resents a nation that isin high regard. He, 
in turn, is “ different,"’ and he gets an at- 
tention not accorded to German and Aus- 
trian travelers. 


English Is Much Spoken. 


He may be surprised to find English spoken 
frequently and that his limitations in Ger- 
man, the cOmmercial language, are con- 
doned, particularly if he can back up his 
talk with catalogues in German, for Amer- 
ican goods already on sale in Hungary en- 
joy a high reputation, particularly in agri- 
cultural and mining machinery lines, type- 
writers, cash registers, and footwear, which 
have most successfully captured the mar- 
ket.
